questioning since Monday dropped 
from a dozen to four and the in: 
vestigators indicated that even in 
these cases it was mostly a matter 
of obtaining an explanation of the 
men's movements or why they 
happened to be in the Edgewater 
district, where the Degnan family 
lives, when they were picked up. 


There was a mass of informa- 


tion, supposed clues, tips and sug- 
gestions, however, in hundreds of 
letters received by the police de- 
partment and a specially assigned 
detail of 30 policemen was at work 
sifting through every letter at Po- 
lice Commissioner John C. Pren- 
dergast's order. 


Another detail of four lieuten- 


ants, a sergeant and 15 detectives 
in charge of Lieut. Philip Breitzke, 
head of the homicide squad, was 
directed to work exclusively on the 
Degnan case. 


Coroner A. L. Brodie said that 


examination of the parts of Su- 
zanne's body by three coroner's 
physicians furnished this picture:

She was killed by strangulation

The muddy depths of the flooded Rock River on Page Drive, near the Armory, this week gave up a 1937 


Pontiac sedan which slid off the drive last Saturday evening. Robert Taie, 611 E. Bradshaw, narrowly escaped 
drowning when the automobile went into the lagoon close to the I. C. bridge. Tate escaped through the right 
window. 


For the first time in many years the river came out of its banks at Lowell Park and flooded the entire 


area in front of the refreshment stand. Huge ice cakes were piled on the driveway and surrounded the boats which 
are stored close to the Espy boat-house. 


On the lower level of Lowell Park, near the north driveway, water surrounded the pump house and cov- 


ered the entire roadway for hundreds of feet as it winds south through the park. 


Considerable damage was caused to a bridge o n the Dixon-Rock Falls_jroa.d. near Nelson, when a creek 


rose beyond its banks and washed out the east approach to the bridge. Thousands of acres of land in this area 
were turned into a lake as a result of the rains and thaw. 


The swimming beach equipment at Lowell Park was 


endangered as the water rose beyond the banks. Laur- 
ent Henry and John Jensen found it necessary to steer 
ice floes and debris away from the floating dock which 
§3 anchored nearly 75 feet inland from the river.

ner table was lacking in some of 
the things to which we had 
accustomed. 


Looking back now, it's difficult 


to understand how a fellow could 
fall into such a frame of mind, es- 
pecially after having witnessed 
the ravages of hunger in Europe 
during the first World War. 


Any way, I have 
a 
mighty 


guilty conscience now as I 
about me here in France and see 
the thousands who haven't enough 
to eat. And of course there are 
many places in Europe which are 
much worse off than France, for 
this is a dangerously 
underfed 


continent.

Here in France only people who 


have sufficient means to deal m 
the black market can get suf- 
ficient food, as for the rest, they 
are .living largely 
on 
potatoes, 


carrots, cabbage and bread, with 
perhaps a quarter of a pound of 
meat a week. Their ration coupons 
call for more than that, but the 
food isn't available to meet de- 
mands, a circumstance which is 
due partly to the fact that there 
was a heavy failure of crops at the 
last harvest. 


Despite this crop failure, con- 


ditions would be vastly better if 
it weren't for the black market op- 
erators who are living off the suf- 
ferings of their countrymen. But 
outside nations'can't adopt a holi- 
er-than-thou

in 
every 
country 


which fought in the war, including 
our own United States.
